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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 12 December 2006 canceling all claims (1-36) drawn to a 
method, a system, and apparatus, for aggregating data. The remaining claims are not 
readable on the originally claimed invention (claim 1) recites the limitation of an 
aggregating data comprising the steps of: receiving data from a plurality of sources; 
cleaning the received data, whilst maintaining an audit trail of any changes made to the 
data in the cleaning step; creating a data set comprising the cleaned data and the audit 
trail; and generating output using the data set, whereas the newly presented claims 39- 
81 recite the limitations of linking data records from a plurality of sources, the method 
comprising of: receiving data record from a plurality of sources; cleaning the received 
data records; matching received data records together according to matching rules for 
examining the similarity between respective data records, and building a virtual data 
model, based on matching results, that represents the data records as a map of linked 
data records, wherein the data records are not merged by the matching step; and 
generating a report based on the at least the matching results represented by the virtual 
data model. 

Since the applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original 
presentation for prosecution on merits! Accordingly, claims 39-81 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and
